BEC FINANCES 


The decision to increase the fee 
for a colour television llcence 
from £34 to E46 and for a black 
and white TV licence from £12 
to E13 was announced by Mîr 
Wiliam Whitelaw, Home Secre- 
tary, in a_ statement to the 
Commons. The new fees would, 
he said, come into effect at mid- 
night, and should last for at least 
three years. 

Mr Whitelaw, indicating that he 
had laid the necessary regulations 
briaging the new fees into force, 
said the BBC had applied for an 
jncrease in the colour licence fee 
to about E50 tn last {or thre 
years. In considarins that, it was 
his duty t0 ensure that the 
corporation's home services were 
adequately funded and at the same 
time to have regard to what was 
fair to the licence fee payer. 

In announcing the increases, 
Mr Wuitelaw sald he would be 
making it clear to the BBC that 
he would expect it to pay DIF Its 
current deficit and lve within the 
revenue which these rew levels 
of fees would produce until the 
end of the 1984-85 financial year. 

Aiy purpose in deciding on am 
increase to last for at least three 
years (he continued) is to make 
the Ilicencs fee system work as 
it should. 

It is also my aim to fix the 
level of fees for a period whict 
wil enatle the corporation to 
plan ahead more effectively. A 
three year ircreaae will reqvire 
considerable financial discipline 
on the part of the corporation 
and tie exteat to which it will 
be able to pursue its plans for 
new or improved services willl 
depend crucially on its ability to 
keep down its costs, particularly 
labour costs. 

In this context the board of 
governors has announced that it 
has commissiuned a wide rangin 
review of the systems bv whic 
the BBC monitors its efficiency.

An investigation in 1971 
suggested three methods, but 
they were rejected as too 
expensive. The costs were 
estimated at between E3m 
and £15m at 1971 prices, 

Anthrax-infected sol was 
removed from — the island in 
October by a group of alleged 
microbiologists, calling therm-= 
selves “Dark Harvest”. 

Stolen samples were 
planted inside the Porton 
Down perimeter fence, and 
later at Blackpool, near the 
venue of the Conservative 
Party conference.

“ After three disastrously small 
harvests in Champagne in the 
past four years, there is & 
chronic shortage of champagne 
and we have only a strict 
annual allocation of supplies ”, 
he said roday. 

The Commission said today 
that the clause, which was 
deleted six weeks ago, was a 
serious infringement of the 
EEC treaty which forbids 
harriers to the free moyement 
of goods inside the community.

Sir, One of the commonest 
criticisms of the Scarman report 
is that it takeş no account of, and 
indeed denies the existence of, 
institutional racism in this coun- 
i Its existence is debatable; 
what is not open to doubt is thar 
many people believe it exists, anı 
this is a major stumbling block to 
getting blacks to put their faith 
in, or participate in, the normal 
procedures for social advance. Hf 
people have no trust in our 
organs of goverment, or edu- 
cation, or law, if they doubt that 
white judges and an all-white 
Parliament will really represent 
their interests or enact equitable 
laws, or that a white police force 
will administer the law justly, 
then their fears and frustrations 
may be channelled into violence. 
Lord Scarman has alread 
urged that the police make 
orts to recruit officers from 
ethnic minority ups. Imperial 
College have said that they will 
make allowance for the poorer 
educational attainments of chil- 
dren from deprived areas. This is 
the sort of “positive discrimi- 
nation" which most universities 
make for mature students, and 
which Oxbridge colleges carry 
out for candidates from compre- 
hensive schools who are often 
admitted on A-level results and 
interview ' without sitting 
entrance exam for which their 
schools are ill-equipped to pre- 
pare them. The final degree 
standard remains the same for 
all. Allowance is made for those 
with ability but who have suf- 
fered some relative educational 
disadvantage. 
„ So far so ‘good. Ir is most 
important, however, that the 
political parties make an effort to 
prove their commitment to racial 
Justice. First of all they could 
nominate several black or Asian 
peers for the New Year's 
Honours List. This would be an 
immediate and direct way of 
showing that we wish to allow 
blacks to participate in the 
political structures of our couu- 


try, 

Secondly, all the parties could 
nominate an appreciable number 
of black candidates for the next 
general election. In both these 
actions the major parties would 
be working together, sharing the 
possible political approbriurm and 
demonstrating a concerted deter- 
mination to E something done. 

This woyqid go a long way to 
restore or enhance the confi- 
dence of the ethnic minorities in 
our political institutions; it would 
demorıstrate tic: that 
their commitment to racial har- 
mony and equality was more thar 
mere lip service and it would give 
the lie to the belief that our 
institutions are racist.

By Michael Phillips 
Racing Correspondent 
ary a year goes by without 
er of interest emerging 
during Martersall's December 
sales ar Newmarket.

bred Breeders Incorporated. 


In the furure, auctioneers are 
unlikely to be quite so cheeky, 
because the man who made that 
successful bid was Kerrv Fitz- 
Picky who may be an jucreas» 
familar figure in the bız 
houses of the world. Mr 
Fltepatrick is the presldent and 
chief executive of ITB, thought 
to be the first public company set 
up tO deal it bloodstock, 

primarily in the buying of mares 
and shares in swllions. 

The company, based midway 
between New York and 
Philadelphia, receives a4 dally 
uotation in the Wal  Strcct 
Yonmal ournal, and has been in exis- 
terke for only 13 months, but 
it has assets valucd at 
S18m ` and nearly 10,000 share- 
holders flocked to buy shares 
when thev were put on the market 
at a dollar a time on April 1. 
Before this week berana those 
assets already included 50 mares 
and the same number of shares in 
top-class stalljons. Mfr Fitzpatrick 
has wasted little time in adding tn 
them by shelling out ncarliy 
£500,000 on Monday and yester- 
day buying seven Otis. 

An American with ıo Irish 
blood in his velns, despite his 
name, Nîr Fitzpatrick, aged 41. is 
the driving force behind 1TB, but 
he conccdes that tne whole 
aperatlon would never have got 
off the ground without the finan- 
cial and moral backing of Robert 
Brennan, who Is widely reearded 
ir the Unlted States. as one of the 
most dynamic financiers on Wall 
Street. Mr Fitzpatrick himself is 
not exactly short oa monetary 
know-how, having frown un in 
the banking world, but his heart 
has always been with horses. 


He copied the idea of manag’ 
fng syndicates from a fellow 
American, Cothran Campbell, six 
years ago before he finally de- 
cided to take the plunge and set 
up his present company 13 
months ago. _Yestcrday he 
explained that the tax laws in the 
United States put companies and 
Individuals at a considerable 
advantage over their counterparts 
ln this country, Because of those 
advantages his company has 
leased two thirds of the mares 
It owns to investors, rakiug in 20 
per cent of fhe mares overall 
value and nerting almost %4m ir a 
relatively short time.

The price of a colour tele- 
yîsion licence went up to £46 
from midnight last night—an 
extra £1 a month or the 
present fee of £34 which has 
been ir force for two years. 

The cost of a monochrome 
licence rises from £12 to £15. 
an increase that is by tradition 
kept low. 

Announcing the increases for 
a three-year period, Mr 
William Whitelaw, Home Sec- 
retary, told the Commons that 
new ways were being found of 
easing the licence fee burden : 
a pilor scheme next summer 
for payment by credit card and 
in the summer of 1983 a plan 
to pay by instalments over post 
office counters. 

Sir Ian Trethowan, director
